This is a combination to t>e 
faavad bj all superstitious persons. 
According to the almanac, the usual 
amount of moonligkt will be turned 
on during 1913 for the benetit of young 
sweethearts. There will be more 
tornadoes than usual in Missouri, 
Iowa, the Dakotas and Minnesota. 
On March 4, whan tha new Prwident 
of the Ignited States is due to be in- 
augurated, heavy fogs will envelop 
Washington, D/ C, according to the 
almanac. The government weather 
bureau may think differently, but it 
will be remembered that the govern- 
ment bureau was nearly put out of 
business because it got "off wrong" at 
the last inauguration.
